S. Pierce was shot to death, he 
round Larkin C. Garrett, sitting 
on the minister and beating him 
In the lace, while R. O. Garrett 
stood by with a pistol in his 
hand. The witness also testified 
he saw Robert O. Garrett fire 
aeveral shots Into the minister's 
body hoth .before and after he 
fell to the ground. 
He saw no 
other shots fired. The witness is 
a carpenter and was working on 
a building near the Pierce home 
•when the trouble started. 
3. T. Godsey. another eye-wit- 


ness, testified the only shots fired 
\vere by R. O. Garrett. He testi- 
fied that after the minister had 
been beaten by Larkin Garrett be 
entered his home and returned 
•with a shotgrun and pistol; that it 
was .Robert Garrett -who cornered 
him as he emerged and who 
•wrung the shot gun from his left 
hand and fired pistol shots into 
the preacher's body, both before 
and after he fell. 
The witness 
said he -would not swear that 
Pierce did not fire but that he did 
not see him fire and so far as he 
Jknew. R. O. Garrett fired first- 
In reply to a question -from the 
bench he made the .fist .statement 
tha-rTi. O. Garrett fired the first 
shot. There were many objec- 
tions by the state attorneys to the 
line of questioning by the defense 
and in most of these they were 
sustained.

edy was given by Mrs B F Hen- 
dricks, the first worpan witness to ap- 
pear on the stand.

ground, the witness further related, 
Robert fired several more shots Into 
his postrate body. 


On cross examination, which was 


conducted by Mr. Wendenberg, the 
witness said he could not say -who 
fired the first shot nor could he say 
whether the, shot-gun the minister 
brought from the house was a single 
or double 
barrelled gun. Ho was 


positive the minister had no pistol in 
his hand and also said he had not seen 
Larkin Garrett fire a shot. 
Robert 


Garrett and the minister were close 
together when Robert fired the first 
shots, the witness testified. 
He also 


said the shots fired after Mr. Pierce 
fell were fired at close range as Gar- 
rett leaned over to empty his pistol 
into the nrostrate form. 


After the shooting, the witness said, 


the Garrett brothers left the yard, 
taking with them the shot-gun Robert 
had taken from the minister's hands. 


The testimony of the first two wit- 


nesses—Doctors W. L Varn and Car- 
ter Weisiger, who performed an au- 
topsy on the 
body of Mr. Pierce— 


was largely of a technical nature. Dr 
Varn said he was called to the Pierce 
home and found the minister dead 
when he arrived. Hfe described the 
bullet wounds as well as 'fhe' abra- 
sions and cuts found on the minis- 
ter's face and head. The dead man's 
rose had been broken, he said, and 
the face was bloody and bruised Re- 
plvmg to a question, he said two bul- 
lets that entered the spine were those 
that caused death. 
Other bullets had 


entered the right hip and the thigh 
of the right leg 
Dr Weisiger's testimony was very 


similar to that of Dr. Varn. How- 
ever, he corroborated the first exhi- 
bit in the case—several bullets and 
fragments of bullets which he said

ing or transferring his activities to 
London had better think again. Life 
is hard — and short — for murderers In 
the British metropolis- 
Sir WUliam Homrood. chief com- 
missioner of the metropolitan police. 
in his annual report issued today. 
states that 26 murders were commit- 
ted 3n the London area latt year.

Great care should 
be taken In making slash gathers, for 
after the first wash or at the least bit 
of strain, they will sag or pull out if 
of strain, 
thfty^are not correctly finished^ 


After tne material is slashed, a 
thread should gather the full part. 
The other half should have a strip 
of facing one and one-half inches 
wide sewn to the upper edge of the 
slash on the right side of the ma- 
terial ae it is in Figure 1. 
Then the lower edge • of the slash 


is gathered on the seam line and 
drawn up to flt the straight end of 
the slash. The facing is then turned 
to the wrong side and the edge of 
the facing sewn over, the gathers as in 
FigureZ. ' .

great grandfather thought 12 hours 
a reasonable day's work. For more 
than a haundred years, however, the 
length of "the working day has been 
declining steadily until the average 
American in the first quarter of 1911 
was expected by his employer to work 
only 50.3 hours per week, just a tri- 
fle more than the eight hours for six 
days set forth as an Ideal by refor- 
mers of a generation or two ago.
